EAST WHEAL LOVELL MINING COMPANY. 

The ordinary four-monthly general meeting of shareholders was held 

at the Star Hotel, Helston, on May 26, . 
Mr. Henry Rocens (the purser) in the chair. 

The notice convening the meeting was read, and the minutes of the last 
were approved. A statement of accounts was submitted, from which the 
following is condensed :—

The report of Capt. Burgan was read, as follows :— 


May 26.—The shaft sinking below the 26 is down 11 fms.; the lode is 9 ft. wide, 
worth 1703. per fm., and its appearance highly encouraging, and improving daily in 
daily in depth ; the ground both east and west is standing whole to the 26,and as high 
as the 17, east of Burgan’s shaft, which is rich stoping ground, over which the old men 
have taken away the lode from 20 to 30 fms, in length east of this shaft. Thenew shaft 
sinking below the 20, on the north lode, has varied in value from 1007, to 40/. per fm., 
worth at preseut about 607. per fm.; the lode in back of this level, on the junction, is 
worth 150/. perfm. The 20 end, driving west on this lode, has very much improved 
in the last 6 ft., and is now producing stones of tin, and expect shortly to reach the run 
of tin ground seen west of this end.—South Lode: The shaft sinking below the 20 is 
down 3 fms.; the lode is about 6 ft. wide, worth 901. perfm. As intimated in my re- 
port at the last meeting the returns have been increased, and the position of the mine 
much improved.—J. Burcan. 

The CHAIRMAN having proposed that the accounts be received and passed, and that 
the report be entered on the minutes, congratulated his fellow-adventurers upon the 
greatly improved value of their property, no less than upon the increasingly favourable 
prospects which it continued to present as its development extended. As had been seen 
by the accounts just submitted, the operations of the past four months had resulted in 
A nett profit of 1072/., although during that period there had been a sensible diminution 
in the price of tin—sufficient to make a difference of something like 2s. 6d. per share ; 
and there had been paid about 100/. for stamps, which latter, of course, should be con- 
sidered an additional outlay. He might further mention that all the past liabilities 
of every description had been paid. 

Capt. Burcan (in reply to a question from Mr. Broap) stated that not only everything 
that was due was charged, but something over the amount. (Hear, hear.) 

The CHAIRMAN mentioned that since the last meeting there had been transferred no 
less than 17,981 shares, represented by 1303 tranfers.——Mr. Epwp. Cooke said it was 
dificult to know how such a large number of so-called shares could be manufactured. 

Mr. Broad wished to know if it were true that a great many transfers had been ten- 
dered for registration from persons who did not hold shares ?——Mr. Cupuip said that 
from April 20 to May 23 inclusive there had been as many as 744 transfers returned 
“dishonoured.”——-Mr. Broap thought the adventurers present should be put in pos- 
session of the names of the parties who had been guilty of such irregularities. —-The 
CaarmMaN said that these irregularities had become so serious that he was at length 
compelled to communicate with the Chairman of the Mining Exchange, and in reply 
thereto the secretary of that institution desired to know the names of the persons whose 
transfers had been “ dishonoured.” He (the Chairman) replied by giving the names of 
the principal delinquents—whose names he did not think it now necessary to mention— 
ane of whom had transferred 122 shares without having one to meet them; another had 
transferred 85 shares, having sent two tranfers to meet them (representing 30 shares, 
bat both of which were bad, and were, consequently, returned “ dishonoured”); and 
the other transferred 45 shares, having only 20 to meet them. He need hardly say that 
these things incurred an enormous amount of Jabour, the more especially as it was not 
4n unusual thing to receive 100 transfers by one post. There could be no doubt that a 
large number of shares had changed hands; he could not say to what extent, but he 
could safely state that the shares had been very heavily “ beared,” and that it must 
Tesult in a considerable loss to the parties who sold them. 

Mr. Broap still thought that there should be no hesitation in giving the shareholders 
the names of those who attempted snch fraud upon the company. Such conduct was 
not only reprehensible, but one of the objects was to damage the property in the eyes 
of those who held shares. (Hear, hear.).——The CHAIRMAN said it became so serious 
that it was resoived to give an account of the names. 

Mr. E. Cooke quite agreed with Mr. Broad as to the reprehensibility of such proceedings, 
but he thought it would be invidious to publish the names of the delinquents.——The 

said, so far as Mr. P. Watson and Mr. E. Cooke were concerned, they had 
always had a considerable number of shares in their names, anc in no single instance 
had one of their transfers been returned. The whole sequel of the matter was this— 
shareholders had, no doubt, observed that almost weekly in the Mining Journal there 
appeared advertisements, which he (the Chairman) could not help saying was a disgrace 
to the parties who sent them, and somewhat reflected upou the Mining Journal for ad- 
mitting them. It was principally those who had inserted these advertisements that were 
the deliquents, and whose transfers had been “dishonoured.” The fact was this—that 
these parties had sold shares which they did not possess, and then did all they possibly 
could to depreciate the value of the property in the eyes of those who did possess them ; 
and among other base means resorted to was the publication of scurrilous advertisements, 
80 as to enable these parties to purchase back that which they had previously sold at as 
small @ loss as possible. He could only say, if such proceedings were continued to be 
ara he should as a professional man take some legal steps against those who un- 
lustifiably depreciated his property, and ventured to deprive him of it. If these adver- 

- its were continued, he should most certainly take some legal proceedings. 

SHAREHOLDER wished to know if that fact had been communicated to the Mining

He (the Chairman) sald it seemed that, according to the Mining Journal, the com- 
mittee of the Mining Exchange had taken into consideration what course should be 
adopted, and had passed a strong resolution.——Mr. W. Harver thought it was quite 
time such proceedings were stopped, and was glad to find that the committee of the 
Mining Exchange had passed such a resolution. 

Capt. Burcan (in reply to a question with reference to the general prospects of the 
mine) said that the mine was never in such a favourable position as at the present time, 
nor had it ever before presented such features of b ing @ per ly productive 
mine. (Hear, hear.)——Mr. Peter WarTsow enquired to what depth it was proposed to 
sink the shaft before another level was driven ?——Capt. Burcan said that circum- 
stances would govern them in that matter. It would be an advantage if the next level 
was not driven till a depth of 40 fms. was attained. 

Mr. Peter Watson enquired if any ground had been stoped away just above the 
winze on the south lode ?——Capt. Burcan replied in the negative; the lode in the 
winze was worth about 90/. per fathom on the south lode. 

Mr. E. Cooke was glad to see present so many practical mining authorities, because 
it afforded the shareholders an opportunity of obtaining from different sources reliable 
information as to the position and prospects of the mine. If, instead of giving credence 
to unfounded rumours, circulated for malicious objects, shareholders would attend the 
general meetings, and ascertain for themselves the precise condition of their property, 
it would be doing but an act of justice to themselves, Upon the present occasion it was 
due to distant shareholders that every possible information should be elicited, and to be 
reminded of the fact that the disparagement which was being thrown upon East Lovell 
was but a repetition of what had occurred during late years in connection with some of 
the best mines when they had opened out unexpectedly productive. It was the case some 
time since with East Caradon ; but that had outlived its decriers, and the same antago- 
nism was now being brought to bear against East Lovell, which, much tothe chagrin and 
loss of certain parties, had turned out what he hoped and believed would prove a great 
prize, (Hear, hear.) In face of the ad captand tat ts which continued to be 
made with regard to this property, they had been informed by the best evidence that 
could be adduced—the price realised for their tin—that the quality was considerably 
improving as the depth was increased. As regards the management, such implicit 
confidence had he in Capt. Burgan, that he had never dreamt of having the mine in- 
spected, believing that no one could better know its position and intrinsic worth than 
he who had brought it to {ts present stage of prosperity. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. W. Harvey enquired whether the numerous inspections were made on account 
of large shareholders ?——-The CuarrMan replied that the inspectors who mostly troubled 
the mine were those who represented but very small shareholders, some holding but 
one share. One man was underground about 20 minutes, after which he immediately 
proceeded to Redruth to the telegraph office, and sent to London a most malicious re- 
port. (“Shame.”) 

Capt. QvenrraL (of Trumpet Consols) sald that he was underground at East Lovell 
the day previous, when he found that the south lode, within the last 2 fms. sinking, had 
very much improved. Unquestionably there was now much greater likelihood of it 
continuing in depth. 

Mr. PeTer Watson enquired of Capt. Quentral whether the north lode at the bottom 
of the shaft, and the winze on the south lode were not looking better than at any pre- 
vious period ?—-Capt. QuENTRAL replied in the affirmative. Both were unquestionably 
very good lodes.—— The CuatrMan said that the best test of Capt. Quential’s opinion of 
the mine was tho fact that he had recently purchased some shares. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Perer Watson, for the satisfaction of distant shareholders, enquired of Capt. 
Quential whether he considered that Capt. Burgan had at any time over-estimated the 
value of any point of operations ?—Capt. QcENTRAL said the best answer to that was the 
value of the tin ground which had been taken away. He thought that each fathom of 
ground taken away had produced nearly 1 ton of tin. 

Mr. Peter Watson said that when he visited East Lovell, some short time since, he 
at once formed his own opinion as to its merits, and forthwith increased his interest as 
well as that of his friends; and so satisfied were they of the unexceptionally favourable 
position and prospects of the mine, and such implicit confidence had they in their worthy 
manager, Capt. Burgan, that they had never had the mine inspected, and so far from 
diminishing their stake, they had from time to time increased it, under the increasing 
conviction that East Lovell would prove to be as rich a mine as there had ever been in 
that district. He saw many present who knew what untold riches had been produced 
in that immediate locality—who knew what Old Trumpet, Trevennen, and Old Lovell 
had returned, and what profits they had given to their respective shareholders, when tin 
was of considerably less value than at the presenttime. Andas the development of their 
yet infantile East Lovell progressed the more did it assume the gigantic proportions of 
its once wealthy neighbours. Indeed, it was not too much to say, if the south and north 
lodes continued of their present value for only 10 fms. deeper, thut East Lovell would be 
one of the first prizes in Cornwall. 

Capt. R. Writtams said he had inspected the mine that morning for his own satis- 
faction, and he was very glad to be in a position to corroborate every statement that 
Capt. Burgan had made in his report—indeed, so far from overating the value of the 
lode inthe winze below the 26, he (Capt. Williams) did not believe it had been estimated 
at anything like its value. His (Capt. Williams) opinion was that it was worth fully 
2007. per fm. (Hear, hear.) Looking generally at the mine, he considered it a first-rate 
property ; and as to the probability of the tin dying out in a short time, he must confess 
that he saw none. They had not only to look to the present bunches of tin, for in his ex- 
amination of the property he had seen some works of the “ ancients” on other shoots, 
which must be met with in driving from the bottom of the winze. Upon the whole, he 
considered East Lovell a first-rate property. 

Capt. BurGan said that Capt. Williams was perfect'y right with regard to the value 
of the lode in the shaft below the 26, for if he had valued it at even more than 200/. per 
fathom, he would have been below the mark. (Hear, hear.) The tin raised from the 
shaft and brought to the credit of the accounts proved that it produced 3 tons of tin to 
the fathom.——The CuairMan said thata short time since a gentleman in the neighbour- 
hood sent an agent to inspect East Lovell, and he valued the shaft at about 75/. perfm., 
and the other two or three points at about 40/. or 50/7. per fm. on an average, and iy 
closing his report this agent said “ They would be able to keep up the present returns 
of about 4 tons of tin per month.” He (the Chairman) desired this inspecting agent to 
reckon the actual amount of ground removed, when, according to the valulations of this 
agent there would have been 434 tons of tin per month returned. This plainly showed 
that those who had reported upon the mine did not know the actual value of the dif- 
ferent points of operation, seeing the average returns were 9 to 10 tons per month. Upon 
the report of the inspector to which he had referred, the shareholder who employed him 
sold his shares. 

Mr. PeTeR WATSON was very much pleased to hear that the reports of Capt. Burgan 
had been so fully corroborated by Capt. R. Williams and Capt. Quentrail, for it only con- 
firmed the opinion which he (Mr. Watson) had formed of him some time since. It was 
about March, when shares were at about 67. 10s. per share, that he recommended his 
friends to buy, and he could only say that they were now better worth 25/. or 28/. per 
share than they were then worth 67. or 87. 

Mr. HuRRELL said that he admired Capt. Bargan’s reports, because they contained 
nothing but a mere statement of facts, and the best criterion as to their truthfalness was 
the balance-sheet that had jast been presented. (Hear, hear.)——-The CHAIRMAN said 
that Capt. Quentral, in whom he had the most unbounded confidence, told him privately 
the night before that for some time past every fathom of ground had produced at least 
1 ton of tin—that was told him (the Chairman) for his own guidance, and upon tnat he 
should act; other people could, of course, do as they pleased. 

The report was then ordered to be entered on the minutes, and the accounts were 
passed and allowed. A dividend of 10s. per share was declared, carrying forward tothe 
credit of the next account the sum of 27511. 13s. 8d. 

Mr. PeTer Warsow sald that he not only had confidence in the mine, but he also had 
confidence both in Mr. Rogers, the purser,and Capt. Burgan,the manager,and he would 
ask the present meeting, which represented three-fourths of the mine, to accord a vote 
of thanks and confidence to those gentlemen. (Hear, hear.)——Mr. W. Harvey had 
much pleasure in seconding the proposition, for he felt that each shareholder bad every 
confidence in the purser and manager, feeling satisfied that all matters were conducted 
in a straightforward and business-like manner. 

The proposition was put, and carried with acclamation. 

The CuarrMan, in acknowledging the compliment, stated that he had endeavoured to 
discharge his duty with satisfaction to his fellow-shareholders, and he hoped that so long 
as he occupied that position the shareholders would have the opportunity of express- 
ing the same confidence as upon the present occasion. 

Capt. BurcaAN expressed his grateful thanks for the vote of confidence just passed to- 
wards him, and he could only say that it always had been his endeavour to merit that 
confidence, and nothing should induce him to swerve from a strict adherence to a line of 
duty, for by thus acting he hoped to continue to merit and gain the esteem and confi- 














dence of all with whom he was associated. (Hear, hear.) 








THE DINNER. 

At the dinner there were between 40 and 50 gentlemen present. The 
chair was occupied by Mr. H. Rogers, and the vice-chair by the manager, 
Captain Burcan. ‘The usual loyal toasts having been drunk with the ac- 
customed honours, 


The CHarrMan proposed the toast of the day—“ Success to East Wheal 
Lovell.” In introducing this toast to the wneeting, he wished to observe that there were 
two very important features in connection with this mine which had not yet been brought 
sufficiently before the public. The first was the extraordinary rich ch of the 
lodes. It was known only to a few present that the dividend which had just been de- 
clared was from tinstuff that had been carried from the mine in only one cart, and stamped 
by only six heads of stamps. (Hear,hear.) And the other feature was that a very con- 
siderable portion of the tinstuff in the mine averaged about 30s. per barrow; those were 
features of which, he thought, no other mine in Cornwall could boast. (Hear, hear.) 
They had all heard the report of the manager, from which they were able toform as good 
an opinion of the intrinsic value of the mine as he was able todo, It bad been to him, 
and, doubtless, to others present, a source of extreme satisfaction to hear that the re- 
ports which Captain Burgan bad from time to time promulgated among the share- 
holders had been more than verified by the independent testimony of other accredited 
practical agents. It could not fail to be extremely gratifying, not only to the share- 
holders, but also to Capt. Burgan himself, to find that independent agents confirmed hig 
statements with regard to the extraordinary richness of the lodes in East Wheal Lovell, 
and also to the unusually economical way in which they could be worked, Their ma- 
nager would tell them that of the 2246/. realised by the sale of tin, half had been divi- 
vided among the shareholders, He must say that was a circumstance in the history of 
mining which had no parallel in the county of Cornwall, (Hear, hear.) This arose, 
not only from the unusual richness of the tinstuff, but also from the extremely econo- 
mical manner in which the mine could be worked—it required very little timber or 
coal, and the ground was explored at a very moderate cost. But there was yet another 
feature, of the most infinite and progressive importance—there was no prospective out- 
lay on account of machinery. He was happy to say that, as shareholders in East Wheal 
Lovell, they enjoyed a perfect immunity from that enormous drawback, for East Lovell 
was provided with ample mechanical draining power, and possessed as itsown a very 
valuable stamping plant, provided with all necessary water-power, for the nominal pay- 
ment of 161. a year—therefore, he would repeat that they were altogether exempt from 
the possibility of being called upon to incurany outlay on account of machinery. (Hear, 
hear.) The facts to which he had adverted were not so generally know as their im- 
portance deserved, and certainly could not be over-estimated. He concluded by pro- 
posing “ Success to East Wheal Lovell,” which was drunk with enthusiasm. 

The CHAIRMAN next proposed “ Success to neighbouring mines,” coupling with it the 
name of Mr. W. C. Vivian, as the manager of East Wheal Vor. 

Mr. W. C. Vivian, in responding, stated that he had that morning paid a visit to East 
Wheal Lovell, and he had much pleasure in bearing testimony to its encouraging pro- 
spects, for there were few mines in Cornwall that could produce such magnificent rocks 
of ore as he had that day seen brought from the bottom of the mine. (Hear, hear.) 
Looking at the ground geologically, it seemed to offer some very excellent mining fea- 
tures, and such as justified the hope of developing large deposits of metal. His own im- 
pression was that East Lovell would open out far greater improvements than those 
which had already taken place; in fact, every circumstance by which East Lovell was 
surrounded Jed to the assumption that it would prove a great and permanently productive 
mine—for, although East Lovell had proved such a success, it was yet but an infant 
mine, but he believed it would by-and-bye become equal in stature and importance with 
that fine race of mines to which it belonged. (Hear, hear.) He felt they were all 
deeply indebted to his friends, Messrs. Watson and Cooke, fur having brought before the 
public at large the merits of this rising property, for in doing so they had not only bene- 
fited their friends, but also the mining community at large. (Hear, hear.) With re- 
gard to East Wheal Vor, that property he introduced to a London company some years 
since, who did not develope it in that vigorous manner which it most unquestionably 
merited; but, as was too often the case, just as they were on the eve of achieving suc- 
cess, this company determined to dispose of their property. He might mention that in 
East Wheal Vor they had precisely similar ground to that in Great Wheal Vor, which 
was again becoming one of the first tin mines of the day, and that it possessed all the 
same characteristics as the rich Old Wheal Vor; indeed, East Wheal Vor was a counter- 
part of the Old Wheal Vor sett. East Wheal Vor possessed all the lodes of both the old 
and new mines, and the lode in the shaft was producing a similar quality of metal. All 
he could say was that he believed East Wheal Vor would prove a very great success. 

The CHAIRMAN next proposed the** Absent Shareholders, coupled therewith the names 
of Messrs. Peter Watson and E. Cooke.” In proposing this toast, he felt it but an act 
of justice to state that he and his friends had felt for some time past that they were un- 
der very great obligations to those gentlemen, whose names he had just mentioned, for 
the interest and influence they had brought to bear in bringing before the public the 
merits of this property. (Hear, hear.) —The toast was d unk with the greatest entha- 
siasm.——-Mr. E. Cook, having responded in graceful terms to the toast, said that he 
owed his first connection to this mining district to his friend, Mr. Peter Watson, who 
had had great experience in most of the mining districts of Cornwall. When Mr. Wat- 
son and himself first visited East Lovell, the views which Mr. Watson then took of the 
mine had proved thoroughly correct ; in fact, he (Mr. Cocke) knew that Mr. Watson 
had formed a far more correct opinion of East Lovell than had all the inspecting agents 
who had been employed during the last four months— (hear, hear) —and his present opi- 
nion of the property was seen by the large number of shares he continued to hold. The 
confidence which both Mr. Watson and himself felt in the resources of the district was 
evidenced by the large amount of capital they bad introduced into it, and he hoped their 
connection with it would continue for many years, to the credit of themselves and to the 
advantage of their respective friends. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. PeTeR WaTSON said it was quite true that he had had considerable experience 
in the mines of Cornwall,as he had been connected with them for about 20 years. 
He then referred to the great results which had been achieved by the vld mines in and 
about the Helston district—to the Old Godolphin, which had returned 50 to 60 tons of 
tin and 500 tons of copper per month; Old Wheal Vor, Old Trumpet, Old Trevenen, Old 
Wheal Lovell, and others—all of which had in their day been remarkable for their 
richness. With regard to the mine referred to by Mr. Vivian—East Wheal Vor—he 
(Mr. Peter Watson) had no hesitation In saying thet it would become one of the 
greatest mines in the district—there had already been expended upon it several thou- 
sand pounds, and it was amply provided with all necessary machinery. Certain it was 
that within 14 days there had been ma/e three or fonr discoveries, (Hear, hear.) As 
far as his connection with East Lovell was concerned, he might mention that he first 
became interested in that property when the shares were in the market at 71. per 
share. He visited the mine, and put certain questions to Capt. Burgan—a man in whom 
he had the utmost confidence—and from the information he (Mr. Watson) then obtained, 
he found the mine was right, and from that time he had recommended his friends to 
purchase the shares; and, as he had already said, he felt certain that the shares were 
now better worth (say) 25/. per share than they were worth 8/, or 9/. when he first 
began to recommend them, (Hear, hear.) He might further mention that the point 
which had chiefly induced his strong opinion in favour of the mine had not yet been 
reached, If East Lovell continued to progress as it had done recently for some 10 fms, 
further in depth and in length the market value of the property must still further con- 
siderably advance. And every indication favoured the idea that such would prove to 
be the case, for the lodes were widening, and increasing in value as their development 
progressed ; and as far as the district was concerned, they need only look around them, 
and see what had been returned by the neighbouring mines, and, above all, to remember 
that many of them were productive to a considerable depth. These were indisputable 
facts which none could gainsay, and which at the same time spoke volumes for the 
future of East Lovell. He concluded by expressing his thanks for the manner in which 
the toast was proposed, and for the cordial way in which it liad been received,

seas, whose raids amongst the Federal shipping, and destruction of a barque in the neigh- 
bourhood of Singapore, led to a blockade of all vessels sailing under the Federal flag, and 
enhanced freights, already high. The steamer Stirling, under charter to the company, 
only arrived at Labuan, as the shareliolders will recollect, at the end of December, too late, 
of course, to contribute towards the realisation of the coal up to the date of the accounts 
now published. A contract was entered into with Her Majesty’s Government in March 
last for the supply of 4000 tons of coals at Singapore, deliverable into the Admiralty stores 
there after the lst November next, by which time the Stirling will have fulfilled the 
Hong Kong contract for 6000 tons, as well as other engagements, and be available for 
the service; and Her Majesty's steam ships have received instructions tocoal at Labuan 
on their passages up and down the China Seas. The Singapore agents dispatched 111 
Kay Coolies to Labuan in March last, and at the date of the last letters (April 8) 100 more 
were in course of being shipped. All the men are of the class most favourably reported 
on by Mr. Sinclair. The lease of the mines in this company’s favour was signed on behalf 
of the Crown on the 30th ult., and confers upon the company the exclusive power of 
mining coal in the Island of Laban for a period of 21 years from December 25 last, at a 
royalty of 6d. per ton on the quantity raised for the first seven years, and of 1s. per ton for 
the remainder of the lease, with the privilege of cutting timber and occupying, rent free, 
any land required for the construction of railways or tramways, and the right of acquiring 
unappropriated surface land to the extent of 1000 acres, at the price of iJ. per acre. The 
attention of the directors has been drawn daring the year to the importance of cutting 
coal by machinery; and they have placed Mr. Sinclair in possession of fall particulars 
of its cost and mode ofapplication. The directors consider it due to Mr. Sinclair to ac- 
knowledge the great zeal and ability he has shown in developing and superintending the 
mining operations, and also in arranging forthe shipping and advantageous disposal of 
the coal produced.

The financial position of the company was improving, and 
the directors pointed out the great desirability of the remaining debentures (amounting 
to 65501.) being taken up, when the future profits would be applicable for a dividend. 
The debentures of the company bore 7 per cent. per annum interest, and the security 
was undeniable. 

The CuarrMan, in moving the adoption of the report, congratulated the shareholders 
on the satisfactory condition of their affairs. Since the accounts had been made up the 
board had received notices as to the surplus on the first three months of the present year. 
They had amounted in the months of Jan., Feb., and March to 1343/. 3s. 11d., while for 
the same period of the previous year they were only 734/. 15s. 5d., thus showing that 
they had doubled the profits in the latter as against the former period. The traffic was 
considerably improved, and there was every reason to believe they might look forward 
to a more satisfactory state of things than had yet existed. They had now a monthly 
profit of above 400/., and, therefore, he was justified in saying that they might be 
able to declarea dividend at the next meeting at the rate of not less than 2 percent.
